Lieu t. Ed ward Y. 
Miller, the gov ernor of the most ou t­ 
ly ing of all Vncle Sam’s territory , and 
the inspired u plifte.r of its people, has 
been d rowned in the cou rse of d u ty 
and where is the man who will be able 
to fill his place? 
This is the qu estion that is facing 
the Filipino 
gov ernment and the Bu ­ 
reau of Insu lar Affairs. 
This is the 
qu estion that is bringing to light a 
piece of work that has been carried 
forward in the wild s of the great East 
that is as fu ll of romance and accom­ 
plishment as the most fancifu l y arn 
ev er spu n by the Imagination. 
For Lieu t. Miller, U. S. A., has for 
eight y ears been absolu tely ru ler ov er 
34,000 people; wild , barbaric, u u chris- 
tion. 
He has single-hand ed brou ght 
Peace to those people in the place of 
continu ou s warfare. 
He has repelled 
the Moro pirates in many pitched bat­ 
tles, armed and d rilled his nativ es and 
mad e his coasts a place to be shu nned 
of all else by these gy psies of the sea. 
Yet Miller d ied ingloriou sly a month 
ago from falling ov erboard from a 
boat in the still waters of an inland 
stream. 
The Moros hav e learned of 
the natu re of his d eath in su ch a sim­ 
ple emergency that any mere nativ e 
wou ld hav e been able to sav e himself. 
The fear of him and his kind has con­ 
sequ ently v anished and the Moros are 
again at war.

He serv ed in the ou tly ­ 
ing sou thern prov inces and his su pe­ 
riors soon recognized his geniu s for 
getting along with the nativ es. 
Be­ 
cau se of it he receiv ed his appoint­ 
ment in the regu lar army and his d e­ 
tached d etail. 
Lieu tenant Miller was bu t 24 y ears 
old when he first enlisted . Yet he left 
a sold ier’s sweetheart behind him in 
Illinois and when he receiv ed the 
permanent d etail the sweetheart came 
into the wild s to him and they were 
married . 
All the y ears between then 
and now Mrs. Miller has spent at the 
sid e of her hu sband , and hand in hand 
they hav e sou ght to lead the way for 
their charges from the d arkness of 
barbarism to the light of civ ilization 
and to better liv ing. 
They hav e left 
behind a monu ment of accomplish­ 
ment that is perhaps u nequ aled in the 
history of so small a force working 
for the u plift. 
Palawan is the v ery ou tpost of the 
Philippines. It lies in that great reach 
of the island that ru ns ou t to the 
sou theast, two d ay s' jou rney nearly to 
Borneo, and separates the China Sea 
from Su lu Sea. It is a strip of land 20 
miles wid e and 275 miles long. 
Tim­ 
bered mou ntains store the moistu re 
which makes its v alley s perennially 
feritle. 
Its long coast line offers it­ 
self to the spoliation of the 
Moro 
pirates, who hav e swarmed throu gh 
these waters for centu ries and hav e 
prey ed continu ou sly u pon their na­ 
tiv es. The mou ntain people and those 
of the v alley s are wild bu t sweet na- 
tu red and simple. 
They are the Tag- 
banos, good -natu red 
wand erers, 
for 
whom mu ch hope Is ex pressed . 
Yet 
all was chaos, and war nev er ceased 
in the old d ay s. 
it was into these cond itions that 
Lieu tenant Miller brou ght his y ou ng 
wife. The men of the army protested 
against su ch ex posu re, bu t the y ou ng 
officer believ ed that he knew’ the na­ 
tiv es better than they and that he 
was safe with them .' He established 
himself at Pu erto Princesa, which had 
once been a Spanish town of some im­ 
portance, bu t had become a d eserted 
city of the sou th seas. 
Here he mad e 
fcis capital and here he began his 
work with the nativ es. 
Soon he was able to mu ster a nu m­ 
ber o f chosen y ou ng nativ es into 
a 
fcilitia organization. 
These be sup- 


d rilled into efficiency , bu t were y et 
timid , 
not 
knowing 
their 
strength 
when armed with American gu ns. Bu t 
they followed their chief to battle in 
fairly good part. 
The pirates were 
cu t to pieces and the band broken u p. 
The American that d ay won for him­ 
self the title of “the d emon.’' 
The 
timid nativ es learned that they were 
able to stand against their hered itary 
enemy . 
The gratitu d e of the whole 
commu nity came to the gov ernor. Re­ 
cru its came to his arms. 
The band of Salip TomI gav e the 
second big battle in the working ou t 
of the problems of this isolated law 
and ord er scheme. 
“The d emon” met 
this band u nd er similar cond itions and 
the resu lts were the same. The timid 
nativ es fou nd that they cou ld fight 
and that they liked it. 
They placed 
themselv es at the command of the 
gov ernor and d id his bid d ing withou t 
nu estion. They came to call him king 
and his word was law. 
They carried 
the tales of him to the end s of the 
island and all the people proclaimed 
him. 
None wou ld hav e d ared stand 
against him. ev en had they not lov ed 
him. 
He gav e his ord ers as to cessa­ 
tion of war among the tribes and the 
allotment of land . 
In two y ears he 
had brou ght peace into the whole 
island and fou nd it in read iness for his 
real programme. The fear of his arms 
among the Moros became so great 
that for six y ears before his d eath 
there was not a piratical raid on any 
part of the island . The nativ es called 
him king, and his powers with them 
w’ere absolu te. To all intents and pu r 
poses he was in reality king; for them 
there was no au thority in the land 
bu t his. 
Being a practical man, Lieu tenant 
Miller knew that if the people pros­ 
pered , it wou ld be throu gh a cu ltiv a­ 
tion of their fertile soil. 
They were 
mostly nomad ic, wand ering from place 
to place. 
He ex erted all his influ ence 
to get them to settie*d own and make 
themselv es permanent homes, cu ltiv at­ 
ing more iand . 
The Tagbanos, or inland 
people, 
were the fav orites with the gov ernor. 
They were intelligent, tractable, mu - 
sical, lov able. 
He d etermined that he 
wou ld d o something for these people 
to fix their habits and tie them to the 
soil. 
It was in the carry ing ou t of 
this plan that he lost his life. 
The 
Aborlan 
riv er 
ru ns 
inland 
throu gh a fertile v alley near Puerto 
Princesa. 
Twenty -six miles u p this 
stream Gov ernor Miller selected the 


site for a mod el colony he planned to 
plant. 
Here he wou ld erect a school 
that shou ld be an agricu ltu ral and 
d emonstration plant. 
Here he wou ld 
get the child ren of the Tagbanos to 
go to the ind u strial school. 
On the 
fertile land s that lay rou nd abou t he 
wou ld locate their parents. 
These he 
wou ld showr how to farm at the same 
time that the child ren were attend ing 
school. 
He wou ld teach them the v ir­ 
tu es of a farm life by actu ally d emon­ 
strating it to them. 
Gov ernor Miller told his little plan 
to the prov isional gov ernment and se­ 
cu red an appropriation with which to 
begin it. 
A little money he mad e go 
a long way , for the nativ es v olu n­ 
teered to d o the work withou t charge, 
and there was not mu ch call for the 
fine finish. The colony was this spring 
d rawing on toward completion, and 
art It was the particu lar pet nf the 
gov ernor, he formed the habit of ru n­ 
ning u p to see it ev ery night after 
work in a gasoline lau nch. 
It was while retu rning from one of 
these trips that the lau nch was u pset 
Gov ernor 
Miller, 
thou gh 
a 
great, 
strong, athletic man, had the v u lner­ 
able point of an inability to swim. The 
men who knew him were su rprised to 
know that he shou ld d rown in a nar­ 
row' riv er. 
They su pposed , of cou rse, 
he cou ld swim. 
Bu t when the boat 
tu rned ov er the King of Balawan, the 
sav ior of the people, the man who had 
started the thou sand s on the road to 
d ev elopment, 
went 
u nceremoniou sly 
to the bottom and his nativ e eompan 
ions d iv ed for hou rs before they were 
able to recov er his bod y . 
So there had settled d own u pon 
Palawan the gloom of the great loss 
The people mou rn the d eath of the 
American as they hav e nev er griev ed 
for any thing before. 
The great work 
which he has established for them is 
at a stand still and its fu tu re is in 
d ou bt. 
Su ch work requ ires the gen 
iu s of a man who fits into ju st su ch a 
nook, and civ il serv ice or the d iscre 
tion of the men higher u p is u nable 
to d etermine ju st w'hat are the qu ali 
ties need ed ev en were the man with 
these qu alities id ealist enou gh to giv e 
u p the world to which he has been ae 
tiislomed to liv e among the people of 
the wild for the sake of d oing good . 
And the Moros, these Samals or gy p 
sies of the sea, are again at their 
d epred ations. 
They had thou ght this 
big American a d emon, a thing of 
su pernatu ral strength and of charmed 
life. 
Yet he had su nk and d rowned 
with his boat tu rned ov er. 
So wou ld 
all Id s kind . 
They wou ld throw the 
nex t big 
American 
ov erboard 
and 
d rown him. 
Before a congressional committee 
last winter Major General Bell, chief 
of staff for the arrny , was telling of 
some of the remarkable men of that 
serv iie and of the effectiv e work they 
were d oing. 
Lieu tenant 
Miller 
waa 
cited as the most prominent of these. 
General Bell told of his work, and 
conclu d ed by say ing: 
“1 had heard it stated that he cou ld 
not be replaced by a company , prob­ 
ably not by a battalion, and possibly 
not by a regiment of troops.” 
This was merely from the military 
stand point of keeping the peace, and 
assu red ly the 
island 
ov erru n with 
troops wou ld not ha v e the bcnefllca l 
effect upo n the na tiv es tha t wa s be­ 
ing a cco mplished by Miller.

FOR E IG H T H O U RS. 
I Guarding Their | 
Slumbers 


ONTENEGRO — whose 
reigning 
prince, Nicholas I., by way of cele­ 
brating the jubilee of his accession 
has proclaimed himself king and 
his principality a kingdom—is one 
of the storm centers of the near 
east. 
Its influence on Balkan pol­ 
itics is not to be measured by its 
size, for this Land of the Black 
Mountains, 
as 
the 
Venetians 
named it long ago, is actually the 
smallest monarchy in all Europe. 
When, a few weeks ago, Nicholas 
assumed the title of king, his wife 
became Queen Milena. 
Nicholas also declared 
that Montenegro shall be known henceforth as 
Zeta, that being the ancient name of the country. 
The territory subject to the rule of King Nich­ 
olas is just one-fourteenth of the area of Rou- 
mania, a tenth of Bulgaria, a seventh of Greece, 
and a fifth of Servia. 
Yet Greece has long been 
an independent state, Roumania a monarchy since 
1881, Servia a kingdom since 1882, while Bulga­ 
ria exchanged the rank of a suzerain principality 
for that of an independent kingdom only two 
years ago. 
Ever since that dramatically precipi­ 
tate action on the part of Bulgaria and the assim­ 
ilation by Austria of the neighboring provinces 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina the Montenegrin 
prince and people have been ambitious to assert 
their sovereign dignity. 
And if there be any satisfaction in this eleva­ 
tion of their national status the Montenegrins are 
assuredly as entitled to it as their neighbors of 
Servia and Bulgaria, for Montenegro can boast a 
record unrivaled by any other state in the whole 
Balkan peninsula. 
Alone of all 
the 
Balkan 
peoples these hardy mountaineers have never 
known the harsh hand of a conqueror. Secure in 
their wild mountain fastnesses, almost impreg­ 
nable in their inaccessibility, the Montenegrins 
have retained their national life and political in­ 
dependence through centuries of strife and Sla­ 
vonic dismemberment. Dynasties have fallen and 
kingdoms crumbled on either hand, but this one 
tiny state has preserved its freedom from alien 
control. 
Even when the Turkish hordes threat­ 
ened to overrun Europe and in their triumphant 
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march swept away the medieval Servian empire 
this warlike mountain race kept its passes by 
ceaseless watching night and day, and submis­ 
sion to Turkish authority was of a nominal na­ 
ture. And when their ancient capital was threat­ 
ened they abandoned it as ruthlessly as those 
other Slavs of tho northland burned and aban­ 
doned Moscow in the face of the advancing foe, 
and betaking themselves high up into the moun­ 
tains founded a secure seat of government within 
the rocky walls of Cettinje. 
A wonderful people these Montenegrins, with 
a wonderful history. 
If ever a 
Servian empire 
be re-established, if ever the Balkan states be­ 
come united in a powerful 
confederation that 
would wholly change the political complexion of 
the near east and its problems, it w ill be largely 
due to the patriotism and pluck of this little pa­ 
triarchal state. 
To this day the men wear an 
edging of black in their scarlet caps—this in 
mourning for a lost Slav empire—and with all 
the passion of a primitive people they hold to 
that national idea which would accomplish the 
union of all the Serb states. 
Early in the sixteenth century the ruler of the 
Montenegrins, being a pious prince, who much 
loved the church, handed executive authority to 
the metropolitan bishop, who henceforth bore the 
title of “vladika,” or prince bishop. 
For three 
and a half centuries 
spiritual 
and 
temporal 
power lay in one man's hands, the vladika being 
a little Balkan pope. In 1G96 the Petrovic Njegos 
family entered into possession of this princely 
power, and this dynasty rules in Montenegro still. 
In 1851 Danilo I. renounced the title of vladika 
in favor of that of hospodar, at the same time 
severing the temporal authority from the spirit­ 
ual oversight of the people. 
In 1853 Danilo II. 
ordered the enrollment in arms of all Montene­ 
grin males capable of service. 
The tribal system 
still obtained, chieftains of clans being directly 
responsible to their prince. 
On August 13, I860, 
the present ruler acceded to power, and during 
the fifty years of a notable reign Prince Nicholas 
has done much to civilize and modernize this 
primitive mountain land while at the same time 
he has been careful to keep national habits in 
all their simplicity and to foster a lofty national­ 
ism of spirit and sentiment among his people. , 
Of all the states in Europe Montenegro is per­ 
haps the least known to, the least visited by, the 
average traveled man, while to the untraveled 
the very name la a blank. 
The proclamation 
of a new king in Europe is a reminder, however, 
of the valuer which the Montenegrins set upon 
their own importance, an importance which is 
by no means to be underestimated when Balkan 
questions arise to disturb the currents of high 


diplomacy. 
Packed within an area which is at 
most a hundred miles long and eighty miles wide 
is a population of about a quarter of a million 
people, the sturdiest, bravest and most warlike 
people anywhere to be found. The Montenegrins 
are a fighting race, among whom personal bra­ 
very is accounted the highest virtue in man. By 
a national decree the men all carry loaded pis­ 
tols at their belts, and these they are prone to 
use on small provocation. 
They have no regard 
for the value of human life, and family animosi­ 
ties are pursued through generations after the 
fashion of the Corsican vendetta. Nicholas I. has 
for years steadfastly discouraged these blood 
feuds, which are a bane of Montenegrin life; but 
racial instincts die hard, and these men of the 
Black Mountains are not easily soothed into civi­ 
lization’s ways. 
In the early years of Nicholas’ reign Montene­ 
gro suffered much by pestilence and famine as 
well as by successive conflicts with Turkey, 
which has ever been envious of the Montenegrins’ 
stubborn independence. 
In the struggles of the 
seventies Prince Nicholas and his people were 
successful to the extent of recovering valuable 
seaboard territory, in the possession of which 
the principality was confirmed by the twenty- 
eighth article of the Berlin treaty. 
In the same 
famous agreement of the powers the independ­ 
ence of Montenegro, really existent for centuries, 
was at last formally recognized even by Turkey. 
With so much conceded to their heroism and pa­ 
triotism the Montenegrins were free to develop 
their national resources, which are wholly agri­ 
cultural. 
Among the humanizing influences es­ 
sential to the progress of his people Prince 
Nicholas promptly recognized the value of edu­ 
cation, and almost before the ink was dry on 
treaty signatures an extensive scheme of elemen­ 
tary education 
was organized 
throughout the 
principality. 
There are now' some 200 primary 
schools maintained by the state and attendance 
is compulsory on ail children. 
Whatever Nicholas I. has done and may do, 
however, by way of fostering the arts of peace 
and of advancing the material prosperity of his 
people avails little when the Montenegrin genius 
is essentially military, 
In all eastern Europe 
there is no finer soldier than the hardy man of 
the mountains. The Montenegrin ruler knows his 
strength in this respect, and he has fashioned 
at least a fifth of the population into a well-dis­ 
ciplined and well-equipped little army comprising 
58 battalions of infantry and 12 batteries of artil­ 
lery, but no cavalry. 
Of even greater account than their martial 
order is the intense nationalism of the Montene­ 
grins, a sentiment which their ruler stimulates 


by royal decree as well as by personal example. 
It is, for Instance, incumbent on all to wear the 
national costume; prosaic European clothing is 
tabooed. 
Picturesque as it is, the costume em­ 
phasizes the extravagant theatricality of the Mon­ 
tenegrin pose. 
But if garments enhance an ideal 
Prince Nicholas is shrewd indeed in His ordi­ 
nance. 
Much that may seem extravagant and 
absurdly archaic to wrestern ideas has a hidden 
purpose In the Balkins. 
Austrian, Russian and 
German policy alike has aimed at such a seve­ 
rance of Serb associations as shall effectually 
repress Serb aspirations to a reunited empire. 
On the other hand it has been the settled pol­ 
icy of Nicholas I. to keep the flame of Serb pa­ 
triotism alight. 
Hence it is that the fervent na- 
I tionalism of this Montenegrin people finds ex­ 
pression in the very jackets of the men and the 
skirts of the women, in the minstrelsy of the 
single-stringed fiddles and the ever-present readi­ 
ness for w'ar. 
Montenegro has a constitution, first granted 
in 18G8. 
The skupstchina or national assembly 
is elected by universal suffrage for a term of 
four years. 
A ministry of six portfolios repre­ 
sents executive authority, but to all intents and 
purposes Nicholas I. is an absolute autocrat. I he 
father of his people, he gives public audience to 
all and sundry and administers justice beneath 
a famous plane tree hard by the palace gates at 
Cettinje. 
Such is the patriarchal ruler of a pa­ 
triarchal state who in the pursuit of a national 
ambition is exchanging the primitive simplicity 
of ancient Czernagora—as Montenegro once was 
styled—for the trappings and majesty of a mini­ 
ature monarchy.

STORING CELERY IN WINTER 


Excellent 
Method 
Recommended for 
Farmer and 
Sm all 
Grower 
Be­ 
cause of Its Simplicity. 


A great d eal of celery 5s n ow bein g 
grown on the farm, more than ever 
before, as farmers fin d this crop n ot 
d ifficult an d always salable. 
Where but a small quan tity is to be 
stored for win ter sale or use in the 
family it can be ban ked up with earth 
where the plan ts are grown . 
The earth should be placed aroun d 
the base of the plan ts to hold them 
in good form an d where they can re­ 
main without further 
ban kin g un til 
there is d an ger of a hard frost. 
The earth should be turn ed up to 
the very top of the plan ts, almost cov­ 
erin g them an d then as the weather 
becomes cold er the rid ge should be 
covered with coarse stable man ure, 
straw or corn fod d er held in place by 
mean s of board s fasten ed with sticks. 
A very good method for the farm is 
to d ig a pit. say 24 in ches d eep, 3 feet 
wid e an d the n ecessary len gth. 
The 
soil in the bottom should be loosen ed 
to form a bed in which the roots of 
the celery may be set. 
Pack this tren ch with fully grown 
plan ts, placin g the roots close togeth 
er, with con sid erable soil ad herin g to 
them. 
As the celery is placed in the tren ch 
it should be well watered an d then 
allowed to remain open lon g en ough 
for the tops to become d ried off. 
Un less the soil is very d ry at the 
time of storin g, or exten d ed warm 
v, eather should follow, it will n ot be 
n ecessary to apply an y more water. 
P4ace a 12-in ch board on ed ge alon g 
on e sid e of the tren ch an d ban k up 
the surplus earth on the outsid e; cov­ 
er the tren ch with a roof of board s, 
sash, straw on poles or corn stalks 
from which the tops have been re­ 
moved , placin g the stalks across the 
pit with on e en d restin g on the board 
an d the other on the groun d ; spread 
over this a light coverin g of straw or 
other material which will pack close, 
an d as the weather becomes cold er 
in crease the coverin g to keep out the 
frost. 
Celery stored in this man n ec will 
keep un til late in the win ter, an d 
while the method is too laborious for 
application 
on 
a large commercial 
scale, it is to be recommen d ed for the 
use of the farmer an d small grower be- 
c/ruse of its simplicity.
